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SPECIAL  DRAWING  TRENDS 


Each  year  the  month  of  August  is  Christmas  for  special  drawing  applicants.  That 
is  when  the  results  of  the  special  drawings  are  known.  The  successful  sportsmen 
have  big  smiles  on  their  faces  and  the  unsuccessful  applicants  wonder  "Why?" 
they  are  unlucky.  The  statistics  in  this  booklet  are  intended  to  help  answer 
the  question  "Why?" 

This  year  the  total  number  of  applicants  is  down.  Part  of  the  reason  is  that 
Deer  B  for  Region  7  are  sold  at  general  license  agents  and  not  through  the 
drawings.  Generally,  the  quotas  for  antelope  are  higher  and  deer  are  somewhat 
lower.  The  odds  of  being  selected  in  the  drawings  are  reflected  accordingly.

a  hunter 

has  two 

factors  to 

take  into 

consideration.  He  can  apply  in  an  area  where  the  chances  of  being  drawn  are 
better  but  his  chances  of  actually  harvesting  an  animal  may  be  less.  The 
reverse  may  also  be  true  in  that  the  chances  of  being  drawn  in  a  particular 
district  may  be  small  but  the  opportunity  of  harvesting  an  animal  may  be  almost 
100%.  These  two  factors  along  with  land  access  and  the  difficulty  of  the  hunt 
make  the  selection  of  a  district  a  very  important  decision.  It  is  our  intention 
that  making  the  information  in  this  pamphlet  available  will  permit  the  hunter  to 
make  a  decision  based  on  facts. 

A  common  comment  from  the  applicants  for  the  special  drawings  is  that  they  have 
applied  for  years  in  a  district  and  been  unsuccessful.  Some  districts  can  be 
very  difficult  to  draw  a  license.  This  can  be  calculated  by  adding  the  first 
choices  for  both  resident  and  nonresidents  and  divide  this  total  by  the  total 
quota.  The  resulting  number  is  the  number  of  years  of  applying  that  an 
applicant  with  average  luck  would  require  to  be  successful. 

We  hope  that  this  information  will  be  of  use  to  you  and  we  wish  you  good  luck.

Estimates  are 
made  for  each  species  relating  to  numbers  of  animals  killed,  age 
and  sex  of  harvest,  days  afield  and  hunting  success.
